The 21st March 1876. 

No. 630 G.—With reference to Notifications No. 355 P., dated 5th February 1874, No. 1957P., = 
dated 7th September 1874, and No. $416 P., dated 31st December 1875, the following Order of Her 
Majesty the Queen in Council is re-published from the London Gazette of the 8th February 1876 for 
senardl’ information :— . 

At the Court at Osborne House, Isle of Wight, the 5th day of February 1876. 
PRESENT, 
The QUEEN’S Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Whereas Her Majesty the Queen has power and jurisdiction within that part of the Dominions 
of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, called Egypt : 

“And whereas with the concurrence of Her Majesty, Egyptian Courts have been or are about to 
be established as follows, namely, three Courts of First Instance at Alexandria, Cairo, and Zagazig,

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the powers in this behalf by the. Foreign

Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and the President of the Republic of Honduras, for the

And whereas a Treaty was concluded on the sixth day of January, 1874, between Her 
and the President of the Republic of Honduras, for the Mutual Extradition of Fugitive 


which Treaty is in the terms following :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, and His 
Excellency the President of the Republic of 
Honduras, having judged it expedient, with a 
view to the better administration of justice and to 
the prevention of crime within the two countries 
and their jurisdictions, that persons charged with 
or convicted of the crimes hereinafter enumerated, 
and being fugitives from justice, should under 
certain circumstances, be reciprocally delivered up, 
haye named as their Plenipotentiaries, to conclude 
a Treaty for this purpose (that is to say) :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, Edwin Corbett, 
Esq., Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul- 
General to said Republic of Honduras, &c. ; 


And his Excellency the President of. the 
Republic of Honduras, the Sefior Don Augustin 
Gomez Carrillo, Deputy to the Present Legislature 
of Guatemala, &e. ; 

Who, after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers, found in good and 
Gue form, have agreed upon and concluded the 
following Articles :— 


ARTICLE I.

hen, in the case of a person accused, the com- 

ission of the crime shall be so established as 
that the laws of the country where the fugitive 
or person so accused shall be found would justify 
his apprehension and commitment for trial if 
the crime had been there committed ; and, in the 
case of a person alleged to have been convicted 
on such evidence as according to the laws of the 
country where he 1s found, would prove that he 
had been convicted. 

Sig ARTICLE II. 

No Honduran as above stated shall be de- 
livered up by the Government of Honduras to 
the Government of the United Kingdom, and no 
subject of the United Kingdom shall be delivered 
uy a the Government thereof to the Government 
of Honduras. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The extradition shall not take place if the 
person claimed on the part of the Government 
of the United Kingdom, or the person claimed on 
the of the Government of Honduras, has 
pt been tried and discharged or punished, or 
is still under trial in the territory of the United 
Kingdom or of Honduras respectively for the 
erime for which his extradition is demanded. 

If the person claimed on the part of the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom, or if the person 
claimed on the part of the Government of Hon- 
duras, should be under examination for any other 
crime in the territory of the United Kingom or 
in the Republic of Honduras r ively, his 
extradition shall be deferred until the conclusion 
of the trial and the full execution of any punish- 
ment awarded to him. 

ARTICLE V. 
The extradition shall not take place if, subse- 
quently to the commission of the crime or the 
institution of the penal prosecution or the con- 
viction thereon, exemption aya simon gr or 
punishment has been acqui yy lapse of time, 
according to the laws of ‘the State eaten to.

ARTICLE VIL. 

A person surrendered can in no case be 
kept in prison or be brought to trial in the State 
to which the surrender has been made, for any 
other crime, or on account of any other matters, 
than those for which the extradition shall have 
taken place. This stipulation does not apply to 
crimes committed after the extradition. 


¢ ARTICLE VIII. 

The requisition for extradition shall be made 
through the Diplomatic Agents of the High Con- 
tracting Parties respectively. 

The requisition for the extradition of an aceused 

m must be accompanied by a warrant of arrest 
issued by the competent authority of the State 
requiring the extradition, and by such evidence 
as, according to the laws of the place where the 
accused is found, would justify his arrest if the 
crime had been committed there. 

If the requisition relates to a person already 
convicted, it must be accompanied by the sentence 
of condemnation passed against the convicted 
person by the competent Court of the State that 
makes the requisition for extradition. 

A requisition for extradition cannot be founded 
on sentences passed in contumaciam, 


ARTICLE IX. 

Tf. the requisition for extradition be in accord- 
ance with the foregoing stipulations, the competent 
authorities of the State applied to shall proceed to 
the arrest of the fugitive. 

The prisoner is then to be brought before a 
ecmpetent Magistrate, who is to examine him and 
to conduct the preliminary investigation of the 
case, just as if the apprehension kad taken place 
for a crime committed in the same country. 


ARTICLE X. 

The extradition shall not take place before the 
expiration of fifteen days from the apprehension, 
and then only if the evidence be found sufficient, 
according to the laws of the State applied to, 
either tojustify the committal of the prisoner for 
trial, in Gase the rime had been committed in the 
territory of the said State, or to prove that the 
prisoner is the identical person convicted by the 
Courts of the State which makes the requisition. 


ARTICLE XI. 

_ In the examination which they have to make 
in accordance with the foregoing stipulations, the 
authorities of the State applied to shall admit as 
entirely valid evidence the sworn depositions or 
statements of witnesses taken in the other State, 
or copies thereof, and likewise the warrants and 
sentences issued therein, provided such documents 
are signed or certified by a Judge, Magistrate, or 
officer of such State, and are authenticated by the 
oath of some witness, or by being sealed with. the 
official seal of the Minister of Justice or some other 
Minister of State,

ARTICLE XIV. 

The High Contracting Parties renounce any 
claim for the reimbursement of the expenses in- 
by them in the arrest and mai mee of 
e person to be surrendered and his onveyance 
ill placed on board ship; they reciprocally agree 
to bear such expenses themselves, 


ARTICLE XV. 


The stipulations of the present Treaty shall be 
licable to the Colonies and foreign possessions 
of Her Britannic Majesty. 

The requisition for the surrender of a fugitive 
criminal who has taken refuge in any of such 
Colonies or foreign Possessions shall be made to 
the Governor or chief authority of such Colony or 
Possession by the Chief Consular Officer of the Re- 
public of Honduras in such Colony or Possession. 

Such requisition may be disposed of (sub- 
ject always, as nearly as may be, to the provisions 
of this Treaty) by the said Governor or chief 
authority, who, however, shall be at liberty either 
to grant the surrender or to refer the matter to his 
Government. 

Her Britannic Majesty shall, however, be at 
liberty to make special arrangements in the 
British Colonies and foreign Possessions for the 
surrender of Honduran criminals who may take 
refuge within such Colonies and foreign Posses- 
sions, on the basis, as nearly as may be, of the 
provisions of the present Treaty.

The requisition for the surrender of a fugitive 
criminal from any Colony or foreiga Possession 
of Her Britannic Majesty shall be governed by 
the rules laid down in the preceding Articles of 
the present Treaty. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

The present Treaty shall come into foree ten 
days after its publication, in conformity with the 
forms paecttbed wv the laws of the High Con- 
tracting Parties. It may be terminated by either 
of the High Contracting Parties, but shall remain 
in force for six months after notice has been given 
for its termination. 

The Treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifica- 
tions shall be excha at Guatemala, in twelve 
months counted from this day. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipoten- 
tiaries have signed the same, and have affixed 
thereto the seal of their arms. 

Done at Guatemala, the sixth day of the month 
of January, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-four.

Wuernas by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the Session of Parliament holden in 
the thirty-third and thirty-fourth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “An Act 
for amending the law relating to the Extradition of Criminals,” and also by an Act of Parlia- 
ment made and passed in the Session of Parliament holden in the thirty-sixth and thirty-seventh — 
years of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “An Act to amend the Extradition Act, 1870,” 
it was amongst other things enacted, that where an arrangement has been made with any foreign 
State with respect to the surrender to such State of any fugitive criminals, Her Majesty yer 
Order in Council, ,direct that the said Acts shall apply in the case of such foreign State ; 

Her Masjesty may, by the same or any subsequent Order, limit the operation of the Order, and restrict 
the same to fugitive criminals who are in or suspected of being in the part of Her Majesty’s dominions 
specified in the Order, and render the operation thereof subject to such conditions, exceptions, and 








qualifications as may be deemed expedient : 


And whereas a Treaty was concluded on the seventh day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, between Her Majesty and the President of the Republic of Hayti, for the 
Mutual Extradition of Fugitive Criminals, which Treaty is in the terms following :— 


Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and His Excellency 
the President of the Republic of Hayti, having 
judged it expedient, with a view to a better ad-
